PORTUGUESE BULL FIGHTING. 


While the Sport I* Exciting It Beldow 


BerolU Fatally. 


No knacker's yard hones are brought into 


the ring to be butchered unresisting 
There 


are no picadors of the low Spanish type, with 
horses incapable of flight from tbe bull, the 
Portuguese picador being generally a gentle- 
man by birth—of a class, that is, with whom 
the management of the "great horse" is 
traditional accomplishment. He U neither 
protected by armor n«r does he carry any 
weapon either of offense or of defense. Horse 
•nd rider preserve the traditions of this an- 
cient chivalrous art; the rider by wearing a 
rich, gold laced costume of the sixteenth cen- 
tury, the horse by his careful training and 
magnificent silken and gold caparisons. 


To equalize the odds between the bull and 


his baiters, his horns are tipped; and yet, 
even with this handicariping, the Portuguese 
bull has much the best of it 
He is never 


Kriously hurt, indeed, in my belief, he is 
never hurt at all, and he enjoys the delight— 
the intense delight, common to all men and 
all animals of natural aanrage—of being put 
in a boundless and Justifiable rage with hu 
enemies. It Is a magnificent sight to see a 
blackjonll from the plains of Alemtejo, a puro, 
who has never been fought before, in bis 
first rage and rush into the ting. He charges 
at the first living creature in his path; the 
blinder and madder hia rash the safer is the 
bun fighter. The man holds Us scarlet, silk- 
en cloak in front of him, and, behind its 
Bheltei dsxts to one side M the ball is oa 
him, and the bull's horns meet only the Eflk 
and the empty air. A mistake of a fraction 
of a second in his action may cost the man 
his life, and the right performance of this 
difficult feat of cozening the bull with the 
cloak is the bull fighter's first elementary ac- 
quirement. 


When the bull has run at three or four of 


the men and failed each time to gore, the 
poor beast is disappointed and enraged. He 
stands in the center of the ring, gazing from 
one to another of bis foes, hesitating which 
to attack first. He paws the ground, bellow- 
ing hoarsely in his anger; his great muscular 
neck is lowered and raised, in terrible sem- 
blance of goring and tossing and killing an 
imaginary enemy, he stamps on the ground, 
and fancies he is trampling an a^mlffnt under 
his hoofs 
Sometimes he charges again and 


again till his wind and rage are spent 
Sometimes he turns cunning, and, approach 
mg one of the men slowly, stalks him with 
deadly intent to catch and hold him against 
the wooden barrier of the ring and crush the 
life out of him. 


This action is, of course, more to be feared 


th&u the bull's blind rushes, and would lead 
to more deaths in the ring than occur, bat 
that tha boundary of the arena, which is 
from 5 to G feet in height, is provided with a 
little ledge about half way from the ground. 
On this the bull fighter can place his foot, 
and, resting his hand on the top, vault over 
and escape It is amusing to see a practiced 
bull Bghter chased by the bull across the 
arena, and timing his flight so exactly that 
he reaches the barrier and leaps over at the 
very moment that the bull's horns come with 
a resounding bang against the woodwork 
Sometimes, though, the man has to run as 
fast as hi» legs can cai ry him, and sometimes 
he does not rua fast enough 
Then tha bull

A Wild U .ir ut Sea. 


A remai kably strange fish indeed has been 


captured off the island of Yeu, on the Breton 
coast 
Several local deep sea anglers were 


engaged in their piscatorial pursuits in the 
Yeu seas the other day when they saw a curi 
ous object with a pig like head swimming 
slowly and gently toward the shore. Tha 
fishermen thought at first that the animal 
was an overgrown porpoise which was en 
deavortng to keep above water for a given 
tune in order to take in a good supply of 
fresh air, but oa approaching the strange 
object it was discovered to be a wild boar, 
which was heading for land 
The anglers 


immediately set to work in order to capture 
the animal, and succeeded in hauling in tbe 
boar and in tying hun down. They then re- 
turned home to the island with their prize, 
and caused a great local sensation as they 
landed. 


The news that an extraordinary fish had 


been captured soon spread far and near, and 
all sorts of ichthological conjectures and 
theories were aired, argued and maintained 
by insular wiseacres and savants.

mayor—M. Cadou—turned out with his ad 
joint, assessors, municipal councillors, fire- 
men, 
gendarmes, game keepers and postmen 


The cure and his sacristan ran to the beach 
from the village church, and great was the 
general surprise when it was ascertained that 
tho extraordinary animal captured at sea 
was not a serpent, a whale, an octopus, or 
even a member of tbe finny tribe of any 
species, but a sangher. The humane mhabi 
tants of the island, aid«4 by the local Sun 
rods, who had an eye for sport, advocated 
the liberation of the boar, but their voices 
were negatived, and tho animal was eventu- 
ally cut up by its captors and sold.—London 
Telegraph.

higher position than in other Asiatic 
countries. They go about freely wher- 
ever they pleaae, and the seclusion of the 
Chinese is wholly unknown to them. 
The schools receive as many girls aa 
boys, and as a result of my observations 
lean safely say, without idle compli- 
ment, that the former are brighter than 
the latter. 


By degrees, and under these favora- 


ble conditions for general observation, 
some of the causes of tbe people's happy 
spirit of independence began to be re- 
vealed to me. The simplicity of their 
lives, in which enters no selfish rivalry 
to outdo one another, accounts in a large 
measure for this enviable result. Re- 
garding one another very much as be- 
longing to one family, their mode of life 
is more or less on the same plane, and 
consequently a spirit of great harmony 
prevails. A very small income is suffi- 
cient to supply the ordinary necessities 
of life, and everything else is secured 
with bat little effort 
Household effects 


are few and inexpensive, and should 
everything be destroyed by fire or loss 
in any way, it is not an irreparable ca- 
lamity. AU can be replaced at a small 
outlay, and life go on as before. 


Tbe tenant, upon renting a house, is 


put to little expense to furnish it; indeed, 
he requires absolutely no furniture at 
all. The clean, finely woven mats which 
cover the floor serve as table, chair and 
bed; and as it is the universal custom to 
remove the shoes before entering a 
house there is no danger of one's bring- 
ing with him the dirt from the streets. 


His bedding consists of cotton quilts, 


which are spread out on the floor at 
night, rolled together in the morning 
and stored away in a closet during the 
day. 
A few pictures and specimens oi 


beautiful script decorate the walla, n 
few vases contain sprays of flowers, and 
a number of cushions on tile floor com- 
plete the furnishing of the room. Yet it 
does not seem empty or cheerless, for 
the general arrangement of harmonious 
colors, the different woods employed in 
its visible construction and the beauty 
of tbe finished workmanship make a 
most harmonious and pleasing combina- 
tion."—Wones in Century.

yards, etc., must a well be in order to 
insure safety from drainage into it from 
thesa deposits of filth? An article on. 
this subject in The Sanitary Inspector 
says for every foot downward of a sub- 
soil drain or a well, the surrounding soil 
is drained four feet on all sides, A well, 
therefore, twenty feet deep, and in which 
the water has settled near the bottom, or 
has been pumped dry, draws the soil 
about 10Q feet around it, speaking gen- 
erally. The Inspector saya the best all 
round sample of water in Maine that 
has come to that office was from a well, 
but it was situated in a field 450 feet 
from all human habitations. The worst 
saiaple also came from a well, but it'wos 
at the edgo of a barn yard.—Lewistoii

WASHINGTOH, D. 0., NOT. 10.—General 


Mahone, at his home in Petersburg, Va., 
this morning, gave your correspondent a 
lengthy personal statement of the causes 
of his defeat. 


He believes that at least twenty thou- 


sand Republican votes went into the bal 
lot box tbat were never counted and that as 
many Republican voters were never given 
a obanoe to vote. He explains just bow 
such wholesale frauds can be perpetratod. 
IB bis statement be says: 


"To properly understand how Domo 


oratie majorities are obtained in Virginia, 
we must consider the election law and tbe 
possibilities o! frasd under it. Tbe law 
provides that the joint Assembly shall 
every two ysara elect three persons on 
joint ballot tor eaoli county and city in tbe 
State who shall constitute an 'electoral 
board.' In the so-called black counties, 
the board is selected expressly with refer- 
ence to their capabilities .for tbe adminis- 
tration of the law. The board appoints in 
March a registrar for every voting pre- 
cinct in the State and tbree judges of elec- 
tion. All are Democrats and ot the same 
stripe >s the board. The tbree judges 
appoint the 
clerks of election. 
The 


law 
does 
not 
require 
that 
the 


judges shall be of 
opposite 
parties, 


Under tbe law ten.Jays preceding tbe elec< 
tion ii fixed as tbe final registration day, on 
wh'ioh the Begistrar ii supposed to be at 
the polling places from sunrise to sunset 
for tbe purpose of allowing any man who 
may bave become since last election a qual- 
ified voter to register or obtain a transfer 
from the voting precinct in which be is 
registered to the one into which he baa 
moved. On that day at sunset the books 
are closed, and until election day no man 
can register, but by law on any other day 
of the year a citizen can register or obtain 
a transfer. 


"Now observe their methods. A He pub- 


lican goes to the Begistrar before the final 
registration day and is pnt off w;th tbe ei 
case that the Registrar ia not at home, tbat 
hia books are somewhere else, that be ii 
tired, so that tbe Kepnb lieau has only left 
tbe final day on which to register or trans- 
fer. 
Here all tbe Republicans oome to 


register and all aorta of dilatory tactics are 
provided to fcbnt out as many Eupublic^na 
as possible. 


"Democrats, on the contrary, are not re 


quired to wait, bat they are registered at 
will. Any man can write to the Registrar 
and if he is known to be a Democrat his re 
quest to be registered vill ha fulfilled. 


"Let ma explain now bow the remark 


able 'purging' was done. The law provides 
that the Electorial Board shall prepare a 
new register of voteia in the precinct whet- 
ever in their opinion the same is necessary, 
and tbat tbo Begistrar of the precinct shall 
give notice of the time and place for such 
registry by hand bills posted at not less 
than five places in the district, and at least 
sixty days before the fioal day, or seventy 
days before the election. These notices as 
soon IB they are posted are promptly torn 
down by Democratic accomplices, so tbat if 
it becomes known. »f all to the Republicans 
that there ia to be a new registration it is 
only by accident. 


"Another scheme is to have some Demc 


crat address the Begis'rar a note saying 
that tha'. tbe undersigned registered voters 
ask that ihoie be delivered to tbe bearer, 
or tbat there be mailed to a certain Post- 
office their transfers. This is signed with 
tbe name* of any number of Republican 
voters, aud when the voter whose name is 
thus forged goes to the prtcinct to vote he 
is told, "yon are transferred," and he has 
no remedy. 


"Again, the law prescribes tbat tbe voter 


shall b&ve been a resident of tbe State for 
twelve months and a resident for tbe tbree 
months next preceding the election. Here 
the Begistrar strikes from bis books the 
name of uay Republican who bas been 
from bis home far tbe tbree months pre- 
ceding the election, although bis home is 
knows to bave been and is yet within tbe 
bounds of the pteainct. If the Republican 
voter for tbree months next preceding an 
election has been in an adjacent precinct at 
work, leaving bis borne and his family 
within the bounds of bis precinct where it 
bas always been, he is disfanohised."
